Dear  Sir,-  It  has  come  to  my  notice  that  the  different  accounts  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  Glee  Club  of  last  season  have  not  yet  been  paid. 
These  accounts  are  now  long  overduep  and  should  be  settled,  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible. 

During  the  summer  months  several  of  the  creditors  asked  me  a.bout 
the  payment  of  their  bills  and  1  held  their,  off  till  the  new  school 
term  would  start  in  October,  but  as  1  have  had  no  information  -s  to 
the  policy  of  your  ccmrisittee  in  this  direction,  I  do  not  propose  to 
play  the  buffer  between  the  committee  and  their  creditors  any  longer. 

I  will  therefor  refer  to  you  any  further  requests  for  settlement,  so 
that  you  may  deal  with  them  direct. 

I  7/ould  suggest  that  you  advise  the  different  dreditors  just 
what  is  being  dome  in  the  matter.  --  At  least  the  couttesy  of  a  cheque 
to  Dr.  Andersen  at  once  weald  be  in  order.
